Ozark War Hero Given 
Cross For Gallantry 


WASHINGTON, | June 
Award of the Distinguished Ser- 
vice Cross, to Maj. Abner Flowers, 


of Ozark, for extraordinary hero- 


ism in action in France with the | 


fighting 167th Infantry of the 
Rainbow Division was announced 
Sunday by the War Department. 

The citation follows: Abner 
Flowers, formerly major, then eap- 
tain 167th Infantry, 42nd Division, 
American TExpeditionary 
for ¢xtreordinary hereism in action 
during the attack on the Cote-de- 
Chatillon, France, Oct.

1918. Capt. Flowers, after his bat-| 


talion commander was wounded 
and evacuated early in the attack, 
took command and reorganized the 
remnants of the 2nd and 8rd bat- 
talions, leading them to a success- 
ful final attack. 

Capt Flowers, disregarding his 
own danger, made a personal ree- 
onnaisance alone and ascertained 
that the,enemy was preparing for 
a counter attack. Then leading 
his batalion in a final assault, the 
command repulsed the counter at- 
tack and captured or killed prac- 
tically the entire force of the en- 
emy. His disregard for his own 
personal safety, coolness and good 
judgment were an inspiration to 
his men and inspired them to their 
final objective. 

Maj. Flowers is now a patient 
at the Veterans’ Bureau Hospital, 
at Gulfport, Miss.

Pike Sheriff Adds 
To Liquor Supply 


TROY, Ala. June 28.—Sheriff 
Alva Galloway, Deputies Head and 
Fitts, assisted by Policemen Hood 
and Jones, captured a big Cadillac 
touring car and seventeen ten-gal- 
lon kegs of liquor at 3:30 o'clock 
Friday morning. 

The tip was given to Sheriff Gal- 
loway by Sheriff Lightner, of Elba, 
who phoned at two o’clock, stating 
that they had tried to stop 2 cars 
suspected of being loaded with li- 
quor, and failed. Sheriff Galloway

dicates that twice as much poison- 
ing will be done this year as was 
dene any other year in Alabama. 
Leading farmers generally are con- 
cerned about it and county agents 
are advising them to use poison. 

By early July practically all of 
the over-winter weevils will -be 
gone and the first generation will 
be emerging in southern and cen- 
tral Alabama. This means that pois- 
oning should start immediately, 
said Mr. Ruffin. The first applicat- 
ion should be made when 10 per 
cent of the squares are found to be 
punctured. Two other applications 
should be made at intervals of 4 
or 5 days; and other applications 
made when needed. 

By keeping on the kob with pois- 
on cotton growers can protect their 
cotton against bollweevils, and it is 
a very profitable thing to do, said 
Mr. Ruffin.

Hundreds of billions of raindrops falling 
on the Piedmont slopes—gathering in brooks 
which meet and form the flow of rushing 
rivers—are conyerted into kilowatts by the 
mighty Martin Dam across the Tallapoosa 
River. 

At the touch of a button, this myriad of 
raindrops, held in leash by conerete walls, is 
sent rushing through small gates at the top 
of the dam, then down 150 feet into the steel- 
lined penstock or water tunnel, 20 feet in 
diameter and 200 feet long.

QUARANTINE EXTENDED 

WASHINGTON, June 26.—The 
Mexican Quarantine against Flori- 
da fruit and vegetables has been 
extended to include products from 
Louisiana unless they are fumigat- 
ed. 

American consuls at Mexico City 
and Progreso today advised the 
Commerce Department that ship- 
ments from New Orleans must be 
accompanied by fumigation certifi- 
cates, presumably by federal or 
state health authorities, authenti- 
cated by the Mexican consul. Ship- 
ments from other sources must 
show evidence of origin. 

In absence of the new require- 
iments, the Commerce Department 
‘said, shipments will be fumigated 
by local Mexican health authorities 
and held in quarantine 24 to 48 
hours.
